Attached! is a communication from Donald R. Shopland, Technical 
Information Officer of the Department of Health and Human 
Services on Smoking and Health requesting information for a 
new directory. 


It strikes me that the industry could get some great mileage 
and reach a lot of people if it were to "loudly" deliver 
various research pertinent to our issues. This could include 
absolutely any material we deem appropriate, such as the re¬ 
cently released Roper Survey, the Minnesota productivity re¬ 
search, the smoke inhalation study and no doubt numerous 
others. 


Possible rejection of the material for inclusion in the 
"directory" should not deter the industry from delivering 
them. 

I would envision the Tobacco Institute "delivering" the as¬ 
sembled material simultaneous to a carefully developed wide¬ 
spread publicity campaign explaining the various documents 
beingi submitted. This release could also go into the situ¬ 
ation 1 of the National Institutes of Healths suppressingi re¬ 
search that could possibly have been favorable to cigarettes:. 

Of course, a traditional reason for not carrying out such a 
plan would be that the other sidfe would do the same thing. 
They already are doing it. The industry needs to get the 
other side out. 


With your concurrence we will ask the Tobacco Institute to 
proceed along these lines.
